ige too violent manifestations of passion during these ceremonies. Tt may be 
that they were regarded as haying a Qajar flavour. ‘The Goverument’s initial policy 
of fostering national sentiments was accompanied by that of suppressing the power 
of the priests in various ways, “As the mullahs are the prime movers in the quite 
¢laborate preparations for these mourning ceremonies, it was not surprising that last 
Muharram (in 1928) they were carried out with less elaboration than has been known 
ever before, ‘The reciting (" rozeh-khwani”) by the priests of the harrowing 
nurrative of the martyrs on the plains of Kerbola in the 7th century was allowed to 
contintie; but only siuall processions in limited areas went about the streets on the 
10th day of Muharram, and the passion plays (° ta’ziyeli ) performed by wandering 
bands of players going from villaxe to village for a consideration were forbidden, 

3. This year, however, the Government has adopted a different attitude, The 
only definite restriction enforced hy the polive was the prohibition of the following 
things in all processions: flags (alam), coffins (‘“kutal’”) and decorated 
standards ("nakhl”), Mullalis, who up to this period of the year have (except in 
the case of a few eminent divines) heen obliged to wear the Pablavi hat, have been 
allowed to wear their turbans for the two mourning months of Muharram and Safar, 
and the rozeh-khwanis have been very well attended.

Sir, Labriz, June 19, 1929. 

T HAVE the honour to report that the “ Ashura’ festivities of the 
10th Moharram (the 18th June, 1920) at Tabriz passed off without any disturt 
of the peace; but not without incidents which are of interest, in view of the original 
plan of the authorities to prolibit not only the head-chopping, but also all the 
jaumless and picturesque strect theatrivals commemorating the death of Hu 

2 As already reported, all swords, trumpets, banners, drums. and 
paraphernalia uséd in connexion with thie celebrations were collected and confiscated 
by the Government authorities last auttinn, and the former nightly din caused by 
the practice, which lasted some three to four weeks preyious to the 10th Moharram, 
of the dastas was entirely absent this year, Quite recently, however, anonymous 
posters were placarded on the walls of the houses statiny that the people intended to 
canny out the usual head-chopping in spite of the prohibition, and that, if molested 
by the authorities, they Sante eS eo shedding, i? necessary, their own 
Hood dnd that of others. 

3. On the 10th Mohartam the police distributed swords to the dastas in strictly 
limited numbers, Gyo swords per dasta being deemed suilivient for requirements, 
Between 6-30 and 7 A.xt. all those who so desired, in all parts of the town, had their 
heads gashed by the persons usually appointed to carry ont. this operation, after 
Which Tocal processions were formed, each dasta, however, keeping to its own town 
quarter and not meeting others and proceeding to the gialat as formerly. Swords 
not being to hand, those who wished to let more blood and who, on former occasions, 
were in the habit of inflicting additional wounds on their heads, now produced 
Kitchen knives, pocket knives, and even flint-stones, and the amount of blood which 
flowed does not seem to have been appreciably less than in former years. Motor 
ambulances and first aid were also, as heretofore, provided by the authorities, 
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4. In the afternoon and evening the usual gatherings were held in the principal 
guarters of the town, the praying and wailing took place, and the Amir Lashgar, the 
Governor-General, the chief of police and other authorities were prominent ‘and 
apparently sympathetic members of the gathering in one of tho largest and most 
frequented Timchas in the Bazaat, specially the Amin Lashgan,, Khaz, 
appearel as a zealous uplolder of the Shia practice, beating his breast in public 
ordering that tea should be served to everyone, and publicly stating that he approved 
of these holy customs, and that, were he to possess 500,000 tomans, he would spend 
itall in ensuring that these traditional customs were carried out in a way worthy of 
the tragedy which they commemorate. In spite of this apparent goodwill on the part 
of the authorities, the celebrations were unorganised and all the spectacillr pieces 
of the tragedy were left unenacted, and’ great is the displeasure among w eortain 
section of the population, 

Reports, authentic or otherwise, have not as yet been, received from. the 
outlying districts, Tn Sanjbulag, where’ the population is Kurdish and Sunni, no 
such celebrations are held, while in Urniia, where the Moslem and Christian, populi 
tion lives side by side and funaticisin is less pronounced, the Moliarram celebrations 
aye not been much to the fore for many years past.

4. T said that Chad, since 1 had bee studied, more or less closely, the 
state of our relations since the beginning of this century, and undoubtedly thero were 
periods when the state of these relations might almost te suid! to have ben bad; 
fiut my own impression yy "int spite: of the: recent aiticBritishy propag 
apising out of the tribal reyolts and the whsurd allegations that we liad been providing 
the tribes with arms, our relations ind made steady iniprovement in. the last, six or 
seven years, and I should have been inclined to call’our relations at the present time 
friendly and cordial, not merely in ‘Tehiran, but also in the provinces, as between ou 
consulsiand British general and the local officials, Wis Highness at once 
intervened and suid that he entirely agreed with me, Intact, he said that at no, 
time during this century had our general relations beon more friendly; Ne was now:

WITH reference to paragraphs 17 and 18 of my despatch No. 439) of tho 
2Ist August, I have tho honour to record iy conversation with the Minister of Court 
on the subjeot of his proposal that His Majesty's Government should, ay one of the 
tacditigns Of Persia Foniouneini or clalmn\torBaheeih; provide tiny Porsian Coveriniont 
gratis with a number of small vessels (four of 1,000 tons and six of 200) in order to 
Police her waters and deal with the contraband traffic: 

2% said that if, for the sake of argument, His Majesty's Government wore 
prepared to present Persia with ten yeasols such as ie proposed, how did the Porsian 
(oyernment propose to man these vessels ? So far as 1 was aware, not only could 
they not provide officers but they could not provide crews, While I did not profoss 
to know anything about naval matters, 1 imagined that bofore a British officer was 
put in command of a gunboat of 1,000 tons he would hayo hil to Tiave omo)ten years’ 
service ; this added to five years! training at a naval college would make fiftoon years, 
Again, I asked what about the Italian ganboats which I understood had been ordored 
and the contracts which had/been made with Italian naval officers? His Highnoss gaid 
that the Italian gunboats Nad not yot been definitely ordered, and that there would be

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no difficulty about the Italian naval officers. Speaking personally (ie, he had not one hand, the Persians are notorious 
‘submitted this to His Majesty or to the Council of Ministers), what he would Ii 

would be for British officers to command these vessels and for His Majesty's 
Government to ageeo to train in England a number of young Persians so that in time 
they might be competent to take them over. I sliowed no enthusiasm for this 
proposal; instead, I pointed ont some of the dificulties in the way. I said, for 
Pistanee, that, so far as I understood, no British officers and wo British crews wore 
Kept in a bad climate like the Persian Gulf for more than two years. . ‘The Persian 
Gulf was notoriously one of the worst climates in the world. Supposing, however, 
that British officers were allowed to volunteer for service in tho Persian Gulf, thos 
would almost. certainly not be prepared to stay for more than two years and would 
quite certainly require a very much higher rate of pay than they would receive in the 
British navy. added that I felt very doubtful whether any Persian could ever be 
trained as a naval officer. Practically the only Persians wlio had ever seen the sox 
or knew anything about it were the Persianised Arabs who lived on the Persian shore 
of the Gulf’ Ttwas no doubt possible that crows might eventually he trained from 
this element, but T could mot. see where the officors ywere to come from. It was 
hotorions that Persians from tho plateau when sent for service to Khuzistan or Persinn 
Gulf ports at onco complained of the damp heat and only counted the days wnti 
Could ho relieved. 

3, “Tis Hines didnot deny this, ut ea that about twenty young Pei 
wore at present being trained at the Italian naval school at Leghorn.”

4. ‘To return, however, to'the question of British officers, he was convinced, that

finoat navy in the world, could help Persia in hor difficulties in putting down the 
contraband trade, 

5, He was propared to recognise thnt Great Britain must always be the, first 
Power in the Persian Gulf. Persia was content with second place, but she wished 
and intended to establish her right to that second place and to have her territorial 
‘waters reapected, Persia fully recog ised all that Great Britain had done ia the Gulf, 
And that without our controlling hard Muscat, Kovwoit, &., would bo infesting the 
Gulf with pirates, and that the traffic in arms ‘nd slaves would be general. He did 
not for a moment wish to conteat our claim to control ‘the sonthorn shores of the Gulf, 
‘At tho same time ho wished for the aid and assistance which we alone could igive to 
Porsin, 

I thanked bim for this expression of confidence and, without holding out the 
lightest hope that his proposals would he favourably considered, said that T would 
rofor thom to you. 

7, Now, putting aside the many practical difficulties in tho way of meeting 
his Higlnose in this matter, I venture with the greatest diflidence to submit for

2, ‘The results of this survey are of zreat importance as regards the control of 
the mouth of the Shatt-el-Arab sind the Rooka Channel, As it is evident that. the 
Abdulla and Abadan banks must: now be regarded as territory and the 8-mile limit 
measured from them, the Rookn Channel is for a considerable portion af its length 
within Persian territorial waters, unless the starting-point of the frontier betiveen 
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Traq and Persia as fixed by the Delimitation Commission can be ignored and the text 
of the 1913 protocol taken as the overriding authority as regards this point. 
My Lords consider that, by thus insisting on the text of the protocol, a strong case 
could be: put up for maintaining that the dividing-line between Iraq and Persian 
Vutors could be drawn at right angles to the geueral trend of the low-water line 
along the Persian coast east Ot the extreme point of the Abadan bank, and a line 
drawn across the mouth of the river from the extreme end of the Abadan bank to the 
extreme end of the Abdullah bank, Such a diyiding-line would, with the present 
position of the banks, put the whole of the Rooka © hannel outside Persian waters. 
his would also have the advantage of preventing Persia from making a protest 
aghinst the dredging of the Rooka Channel in her waters without her consent. 

$, Persia might, however, argue, and would get some support from the replies 

bf various countries to the League of Nations questionnaire on territorial waters, 
that she had a right to measure a Smile limit from the island now formed at 
low water off the Abadan bani: and close to the Rooka Channel.

4, ‘Although the general tendency of the changes in these banks has been in 
favonr of Iraq, my Lords consider that, in view of their shifting nature, it i 
inadvisable to agree to any definite division of the waters based on their positions, 
tnd that-it would he better for Traq to claini the whole of the navigable river, 
Wherever that may happen to be, on. the ground of the text of the 1913 protocol 
and the practical necessities of the situation.

IN continuation of my despatch No, 55 of the 1th Septomber, 1920, on tho 
subject of the situation inn Fars, [hay the honour to report that 210 important dovelop- 
sents have ocourred in this district during the past fortnight, 1t has been confirmud, 
however, that Y Tagi Khan Arab, the outcome of whose adyaneo from 
Fasa to Darah doubtful when my last report was written, has succeeded in 
reoreupying Darab. When he and his troops had advanced 2 farsakhs from, Knsn, 
she Batiarla rebels sent envoys to ask terms of peace. Muhammad ‘Taqi Khun 
offered them torms which they statid they could not accept without rference to their 
Ieadlors in, Darab, and) they therofore requested an armisticn of tivo days in which 
they might go to Darah and consult with the xobel chiefs, Yavar Muhammad: Tuqi 
Khan, believing that they were asking for two days’ respite merely in order to collect, 
forces and organise resistance, rofused to grant an arinistice, Instead, as soon as tho 
robel onvoys hid left, he ordered an immodinte advance of all his foress, who. met no 
opposition till they wore near to Darab. ‘There a small foreo of mounted Bahinrhis 
under Kazei Khan suddenly attacked the Persian Government troops, who were 
moinentarily thrown into. confusion. However, they rallied and beat off the attackers, 
who lost twenty Killed and wounded, ‘The Persians suffered no casualties, Dara 
was then (without further opposition. ‘Tivo duys lator Yavar Muhammad 
‘Taqi Khan advanced northwards from Darab towards Niriz, lat was held up. at 
Khairabad by @ stroug force of rebels. Reinforcements from Shiraz, 200 strong, wero 
lustily sent out to Darab, but, as far as is Known at present, Muhammad aqt Khan 
is still at Khairabad unable’ to advance, A strong force of Baharlu rebels under 
aynmars Ktjan is also reported to have occupied an impregnable. mountain fortress 
in Lar, south of Darab, whence he is controlling the neighbouring district and watching. 
for an opportunity to descend upon tlie Government forces, 
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2, ‘Vhe position south-west and west of Shiraz is still unsatisfactory. On the 
‘Bushire-Shiraz road conditions are just the same as they were in the old lawless day. 
Uvery khan along the route is collecting tolls (!*rahdari”) and grazing taxes, whicl, 
amount to 20 krans per inule on the average. Other animals and motor vehicles are 
muleteil in proportion, Even these paynients do not ensure freedom from robber 
which is usually the work of outlaws and brigands, though the tribes are conveniently 
athand to got the blame, ‘The Qashqais! migration to winter quarters seenis to be 
Passing off peacefully enough up to date. ‘Tho Darashuris have already: reacheil 
Dasht-i-Barm, quite near their winter quarters around Shahpur and Kazerun, A party 
of Slishbulukis wore observed on the Bushire road on the 20th September in the 
courso of thoir migration. ‘They had come on to the Bushire-Shiraz road from 1 
north at Masjid-iBardi, abont 4 miles from Shiraz, followed the road as far 
Smiles beyond Chinar Radar, and then turned south towards Khanch Khabis a 
Siyakh, Tho men wore unarmed; only one gun was observed in the hands of a young 
hoy. ‘hey were quite peacoful and did not interfere with traffic on the road. On the 
same day, the 20th September, eighty Persiin troops with one mountain gan left 
Shiraz early in the morning and proceeded towards Kazerun. Saulat-nd-Dauleh left 
Shiraz on the 13th September, and stayed with the tribes for a few days to collect 
revenuoland settle dispntes whitch had broken out betwoen the Kashkuli Khaus. 

‘3, On the 18th Septomber it was reported from Mian Kotal that twen 
donkeys laden with loaf sugar liad boen carried away by robbers about 2 miles south 
of the pass. ‘The robbers were said to be Muhammad Ibrahim, of Paul bginch, with 
sowars of the Rarsimadan Qashqais, ‘The Anmich pursued and fought the robbs, 
but without inflicting or sulfering any casualties, A report from Konar ‘Taklitely also 
suited! that two motor lorries were attacked by robbers on tho afternoon of the 
20th Septomber about 4 miles north of Dalaki, ear an Amnich poste ‘The Amnich 
Opened fire on the robbers, who escaped, but were unable to curry olf any booty. A 
passenger in one of the motor lorries was killed.

Amnieh guards from Botagjun went out in pursuit of the robbers, 
but without result. 

4, According to. report received from the Anglo-Porsian Oil Company on the 
23rd September, large numbers of Boir Alwnadi trihesm under Shukrullah Khaw 
have appeared in the neighbourliood of the company's operations at Mishun, and have 
Hosted the village of Shale 'Taalin, frou which the company obtains its water supply. 
Soveral Persians wore killed there, The raiders appear to bu moving on Behbehan, and 
tho company fear that their operations may: ha subjected to inte fear 
damage to. life and property in Misham itself and Gach Qaraqulie ‘Che authorities in 
Wars have biden requested to do everything they: can to-avert this danger. 

5, On theShtraz-Isfahan ond’ a serios of robberies was reported in the district o! 
Abadeh. On the 10th September thirty mounted Boir Ahmadi tribesmen cartied off 
About 1,800\shoup and thirty donkeys from point 7 miles west of Yozdikhiast. On the 
[lin Soptembor thirty unnvounted Boir Alnnadis appear near Dah-isGirdu and carried 
Off cigliteon sheep, nine donkoys aud threo cows. On the 12th September ten Qustiqais 
‘appeared 2 miles| west. of Abadeh nnd carried off sixteen sheep, Cats on the road 
have not boon interfered with, ‘The Amnich guards stop all traffic on tho road two 
hours before sunset, and many complaints of ill-treatment, exactions and delays 
imposed by them ate heard, On the Shiraz-Bushire road also they hold up all trafic 
two houré bofére stmset, aud their reputation for illegal exactions is worse than om thy 
Isfahan road.

Memorandum on the Balance-sheet of the National Bank: of Persia. 


TN ‘considering the firat balance-sheot of the National Bank of Persia, it, must be 
remombered that these figures only represent the transactions of a period of just over 
six months (September 8, 1928-March 20, 1924), and that during these months only 
the Tehran branch of the bank was functioning. (The second branch to be establishes 
vas that at Bushiro, which was, it is true, opened in the first days of March, but can, 
for all practical purposes, be considered! to haye been non-existent, in so far as its 


transuctions conld affect the balance-sheet.) 





































(\.) The Balance-sheet (excluding the Profit and Loss Account), 


‘Tho balance-sheot can hardly be said to give a clear and satist 
the position of the bank. It has been dosoribed by the acting mar ‘of the Imperial 
Bank of Persia as “incomprehensible wnd unaudited.” It is open to a large mumber 
of criticisms, the most salient of which must clearly be that no disinterested outside 
firm lias been called in to carry out its audit. Tic addition to this no provision is 
‘apparently made for the creation of a reserve fund, nor is any allowance made to cover 
“contingencies: ‘The statement that 35,LH,4490-40, Krans’ worth of the bank's debts 
aro\covered is of little value in view of the failure to oxplain what is being considered 
satiafactory, “cover,” especially inn country such as Persia where legal redress is 
cumbrous-and unsatisfactory. Even should these debts be adequately: covered, itis 
vorthy of note that the uncovored debts are moro than enough to tum the profit into a 
heavy Loss, 

Tis also to bo noted that the total turnovor hes boon swelled by the somewhat 
childish: expedient of writing in the un-paid-up eapital on both siiles of the account. 

On tho erédit side of the batancorslivet no, distinction. is. made between the funds 
eld on behalf of private porgons and those held on hishalf of the Government, It is 
probable that. the itom. # Craditeurs ” represents tho bank's holdings of Government 
finds, aa tho figure undor this heading correspouds roughly with the sui in the sugay 
and toa monopoly funds om the 2lst March last.

In view of the reasons mentioned above and as admitted by the captain (of the 
dhow) himself, the tea and sugar carried by the boat in question were considered fis 
smuggled goods. While taking the foregoing well-established facts into. view, your 
Excellency wi it not only that the allegations made against the customs ollicials 
of the Emper ing the belongings and clothes of somo women and 
children constitute a most surprising hypothesis, but that the pursuance of the matter 
by the authorities of the Lonourable British Government in such cases and to such an 
extent eauses much regret.

As regards Taimourtache’s question, '* What are the territories and which 
are the heads of States’ to which the article applies, the adoption of his formula 
renders it unnecessary to reply except as regards the heads of States. _A'list of these 
heads of States is attached as Annex 1 to this despatch; this might form an annex 
to article 1 of the treaty, or, if the Minister of Court prefers, it could be embodied 
in an exchatige of notes, which would state merely that the heads of States whose 
treaty relations with His Britannic Majesty preclude cession of territory to another 
Power are us given. A list of the Asiatic territories under the administration, 
protection or mandate of His Britannic Majesty is also attached for your informati 
a Annex 2 to this despateh. ‘This has been prepared in preferency to alist giving 
all the territories under ‘administration, protection or mandate’ for which the 
Governnient in'London are responsible, because it might be asked why such a list 
does not include the mandated territories of the Dominions, and it is desirable to 
avoid correspondence both with Persia and with the Dominions on the application of 
the article either to the Dominions themselves or to their mandated territories. The 
‘Asiati¢ territories are all those which could conceivably be of any interest to Persia, 
and this list, though not suitable for inclusion in the treaty or even for an exchange 
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of notes, can be used to give information to the Persians if (which seems unlikely’) 
snch information is really required, ~ 

7. As regards paragraph 10 of your despatch, the view of His Majesty's 
Governinent is that the treaty is being concluded on the basis that Great Britam and 
Persia will both continue to be members of the League of Nations and parties to the 
Kellogg Pact, and does not contemplate cireumstances where this fundamental basis 
does tiot exist. 1 shall be glad if you will reply to the above effect, and should add 
that His Majesty's Government have no intention of withdrawing from the League 
of Nations, and presume that Persin has no such intention either; the question 
raised by Taimourtache 1s therefore purely academic. 

8. You might also point out that the Kellogg Pact has no means of denuncia 
tion, and that, even in the event of withdrawal trom the League of Nations, both 
parties would remain bound by the ternisof the pact. 
> Tohserve, lastly, that the text of the draft treaty enclosed in your despatch 
No, 426 of the 10th August, although it contains in the clause of the preamble 
relating to the appointment of plenipotentiaries the words ‘for India,’ does not 
include the words “for Great Britain and Northern Ireland,” ‘This omis 
sliould be rectified in any subsequent drift of the treaty.

T.MAVE the honour to inform you that during the last six weeks considerable 
curiosity has been aroused amongst the public aud much anxiety among certain 
Government officials by the disclosure of extensive peculation in the Government 
granary, 

~ 2, Sometime in August reports reached the Inspectorate of the Ministry of 
Finance of shortages of grain in the Government granary, and, after a summary 
investigation, this was found to be true and a thorough investigation was ordered. 
‘Towards the end of November it was found that rain to the value of 900,000 tomans 
was missing. When the report reached Firzin, then Acting Minister of Finance, he 
sont for the chief Persian member of the committee of inspection and accused him 
of having instituted the inspection from motives of personal animosity, and three 
days later this official was placed en disponibitité. 

3. ‘The shortage was found to have acerued during the last two years rou ily 
during the period that Prince Firuz was Minister of Finance. The dismissed 
inspector, was not long in recelying a message from Farman Farma, the father. of 
Firuz, to the effect that if the Prince had one or two enemies the inspector in question 
must now realise that he had many powerful friends. ‘The meaning of Farzin's 
accusation then became apparent, ‘The dismissed official had recourse to 
Moymourtache, who made the pretest that this aliair was outside bis province. He 
then addressed a petition direot to the Shah, who sent for him and asked for explana- 
tions, ‘The Shah himself enquired into the matter and severely censured the Ministers 
‘of Finance and Justice for their remissness in not pursuing the affair, and ordered 
the dismissed inspector to fill the rdle of public prosecutor in the court appointed to 
investigate the matter, 

“4. A fov days later Farzin was tranaferted to the Ministry for Foreig 
‘and Mirza Hassan Khan Mushar was made Minister of Finance. The enqui 
the peslaton Tuade Fapid progress, and very shortly some eighty Government 
employees were under arrest. More than 900,000 tomans have been traced and the 

roperties of the dishonest officials haye been onfiseated. Nothing has yet heen 
brought homie to Prince Finiz except that some 5,000 tomans was pid in excess for 
a quantity of grain from Kermanshab, believed to have originated from some lands 
of his father there: 

& The Shah, as a result of this scandal, has ordered the Minister of Justice 
to constittite a board of Government inspectors, whose duty it will be to meet together 
and discuss the affairs of the yarious Mtinietrioa ‘This board is composed of two 
members from each department, who are recommended by the various Cabinet 
“Ministers as honest and worthy officials. ‘They are to wateh over the conduct of their 
colleagues and report anything suspicious, Such reports will form the basis of a 
procts-rerbal of any matter which may afterwards be the subject of investigation by 
the court appointed to enquire into and judge the conduct of Government officials. 
‘The Governors of the provinces bave also been instructed to forward fortnightly 
reports on the working of the various departments in each province and, when 
necessary, reports on individual officials. ‘The Shah optimistically hopes by this 
‘means f purge the Administration and make dishonesty the exception rather than 

p rule.
